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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment of claim 1 inserts the limitations of claims 2 and 3 which were rejected under Adams 
in view of Kanno in the previous office action. Adams et al teaches on-demand etching. Adams et al fails to teach regarding claim 2) a 
rewind hub and claim 3) the specific structure of the printer. Kanno teaches a stencil duplicating machine wherein the stencil web is 
transported under the etching head mechanism by the media support system , see Fig.1. Applicant argues that the transporting on the 
stencil web is required to be on-line, however the claim does not state such. Nevertheless, the combination of Adams and Kanno would 
obviously perform the process on-line as the combination resulting from the teachings of the two apparati. Regarding claim 8 Adams fails 
to teach a wiper. However, Galchefski teaches wipers 72 a/b with motivation to combine with the apparatus of Adams in order to clean the 
stencil and assist in providing the etchant to the media. Regarding claims 9, 12, 14, 15, and 18 Adams fails to teach that the appratus is 
handheld. Carriere et al teaches a handheld printer.. 
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
